gards wheat, for instance, the Can- 
adjan Pacific rate from Winnipeg to 
Lake Superior has been reduced from 
28 cents per 100 pounds to 10 cents, 
that Is, from 17 to 6 cents per 
bushel. 

It is not the enase that rates in the 
Canadian West are so much highor 
than in the adjacent States as to con- 
stitute a serious handicap on the Can- 
adian settler. 

the exhibits go to prove that our 
Western rates are on the whole lower 
than those in Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Mon- 
tana and Wyoming, although popula- 
tion is greater and traffic more dense 
over there than with us,

MODES OF TRAVEL. 


From the Jaunting Car to the Moderr 
Electric Railway. 

The first jauntiug car was establish 

ed in Ireland in 1815 by a Milanese 

| Carlo Bianconi, who settled in Dublin 

and drove every day to Caher and 

back, charging twopence a mile. From 

this small beginning in 1837 be had 

established sixty-seven conveyances. 
drawn by 900 horses. 

The extension of:modern manufac: 
turing towns and cities demanded stil! 
vrenter conveniences, which were sup 
plied at first by the omnibus lines, 
which up to 1860 were the chief means 
of urban and tnterurban transporta: 
tion. To these succeeded the street 
railroad, traversed by cars drawn bs 
one or more horses, and these in turn 
became wholly inudequite to meet the 
demand of the suburban districts. 

The cable car, drawn by underground 
cuble, was the next innovation, but 
this about 1880 to 1890 was supplanted

by the electric trolley lines, and these | 
again were supplemented in many cit | 


fes by elevated sod subway lines ir 
which the cars were propelled by elec 
tricity supplied by a third rail, ‘This
